“Qed Was With Me" 
’I felt somehow that God 
waa 
with me throughout,” Hickman said 
in an exclusive interview. 
God, the young man said, aa ho 
nervously relied one blue-clad leg 
back and forth ceaselessly over his 
bunk, knew that he wanted to go 
to college and God would overlook 
what he had done to 
get 
there. 
God wanted William Edward Hick­ 
man to go to Park college, 
near 
Kansas City.

The Machiavellian doctrine that 
the end justifies the

Chairman Shortridge, California, 
of 
the 
privileges 
and 
elections 
committee, was making arrange­ 
ments with David Barry, sergeant- 
at-arm s of the senate, to collect 
ballots cast In the Pennsylvania 
senatorial election won by William 
S. Vare. 
Meanwhile Chairman Reed, Demo- j 
erat, Missouri, of the special com­ 
mittee, Is making ready for hear­ 
ing of the 
Illinois, election 
In 
which Frank Smith was the suc­ 
cessful 
candidate. 
They are to 
start January 7. 
Shortridge plans to start a re­ 
count of Pennsylvania ballots lf 
the committee succeeds In having 
them collected. 
Some of the bal­ 
lots already are In possession of 
the senate but most of them must 
be collected from election officials. 
Vare filed an answer last week 
to the contest brought by William 
B. Wilson, his unsuccessful op­ 
ponent In the election. 
He had 
previously demanded a recount of 
all the ballots. 
The task of collecting and count­ 
ing the ballots will require several 
weeks. 
Shortridge said the court 
probably would be conducted by 
representatives of the two senate 
committees and the two contest­ 
ants.

agriculture and industry to trade 
during recent weeks. 
Commercial 
loans of reporting member banks 
ar* not now so large In amount as 
they were a year ago, but it is 
probable that industry and trade 
have been accommodated to some

Demand deposits at re­ 
porting banks have increased since 
the mid-summer 
low point and 
growth of time deposits has con­ 
tinued, so that total deposits of 
these banks on December 14 were 
$17,000,000 larger or 0.9 per cent 
larger than six months ago and 
$79,000,0t0 or *.6 per cent larger 
than a year ago. As total loans of 
th* banks increased but $4,000,000 
over the year period, most of this 
increase in deposits is reflected in 
a substantial rise in investment 
holdings.
